LESTER HOLT, who took over 
the NBC Nightly News when 
Brian Williams was dumped for 
lying, demanded the Peacock 
network make him their next 
$10 million man! 

"Lester had them by the 
****s from the moment they 
approached him," says a 
source. "They had no Plan B!" 

In the driver’s seat 

Williams, 56, was suspended 
without pay in February from 
the newscast he'd helmed for 
11 years after he was caught 
lying about his 2003 coverage of the Irag War. 

No one expected him to return to the job - and 
that put Lester in the driver's seat, say insiders. 

Holt was being paid about $4 million a year, 
and a source tells GLOBE that NBC offered 
him a $7 million salary to become the full-time 
anchor. 

But Holt refused to settle for "a penny less" 
than Williams' current $10 million salary, the 
source says. 

"The feeling has always been, if he got less 
than what Brian was making, it sent the message 
he's less anchor-worthy than Brian," says another 
source. 

"And there's never been any way NBC could 
consider bringing in somebody brand new - with 
all the chaos in the NBC newsroom right now, it 
wasn't an option. 


"In Lester's mind, he's been a good foot soldier 
for NBC the past 15 years. 

"Audiences know and trust him. They've seen 
him host Dateline, the weekend edition of the 
Today show and the weekend edition of NBC 
Nightly News. 

"Most of all, viewers see him as a man of integ- 
rity, which is so vital given lying Brian's shocking 
fall from grace. 

"He always believed he had the network over 
a barrel, and they were going to have to pay 
through the nose to keep him on board."

The 73-year-old 
music icon, who’s 
battled drugs, booze, mental 
illness and abuse from a 
quack shrink, “is packing on 
the pounds again and looks 
terrible,” says an insider. 

“His weight is ballooning, 
putting him in danger of heart 
attack or stroke. 

‘Worried sick’ 

“And he’s been ravaged by 
a lifetime of mental illness 
and the damage that years of 
drug and alcohol abuse did to 
him. 

“We’re worried sick. We 
fear he’s dying, and the end is 
near.” 

And as a final farewell 
to fans, the 
God Only Knows 
singer is set- 
ting the record 
straight by allow- 
ing filmmakers 
to show the dark 
side of his tragic 
life in the biopic 
Love & Mercy. 

As GLOBE re- 
vealed last week, 
the film shows 
how quack psy- 
chologist Dr. 

Eugene Landy overmedicated 
the troubled rocker, abused 
him mentally, drained him 


financially and 
gained total control 
over his life through 
a controversial con- 
servatorship. 

In the film, John 
Cusack and Paul 
Dano play Wilson 
at different times in 
his life while Paul ^ 
Giamatti plays Landy. 

“Doctors who examined Brian 
afterward said the 
drugs Landy gave 
him did far more 
damage than Brian 
did to himself 
through recreation- 
al drug use,” says a 
source. 

The architect of 
the Beach Boys’ 
iconic sound with 
hits like Surfin’ 
U.S.A. and Surfer 
Girl, Wilson quit 
touring 50 years 
ago when he was stricken with 
crippling stage fright. 

Diagnosed with bipolar

schizoaffective disorder, he spi- 
raled deep into drug and alcohol 
abuse and his weight ballooned 
to 325 pounds. 

“Brian is lucky to have sur- 
vived. He owes his life to his 
second wife, Melinda,” says a 
source. “She saved him from 
evil Dr. Landy. 

“By the time Melinda came on 
the scene, Landy had convinced 
Brian to award him most of his 
estate in his will.” 

After their 1995 marriage, 
Melinda, 68, got Brian proper 


medical treatment and she 
“weaned him off the dangerous 
drug cocktails Landy had forced 
on him,” says the source. 

But Wilson’s still tormented 
by voices in his head of his late 
brothers - Dennis, who drowned 
in 1983, and Carl, killed by limg 
cancer in 1998. 

“The voices still torture Brian,” 
says a source, “and he wants to 
escape. 

“We fear Brian is facing his 
last days.”

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D evastated super- 
star Tom Hanks 
suffered a secret 
breakdown as his 
family was ripped 
apart by tragedy and scandal, 
say sources. 

The beloved two-time Oscar 
winner has been clobbered 
by a shocking double blow: 
his wife Rita Wilson is bat- 
tling deadly cancer and their 
drug-plagued son, Chet, went 



berserk in a London hotel and 
ended up wanted by the law. 

“It’s like his world is falling 
apart,” says a friend. “He’s 
been in tears for his wife and 
son. He’s got to be think- 
ing, ‘Money can’t buy me 
happiness.’ 

“He believes his first job is to 
take care of his family, but he 
feels he lost sight of that over 
the years while he was mak- 
ing one blockbuster film after 
another.” 

Now, friends tell GLOBE 
the 58-year-old Forrest Gump 
star is ready to kiss Hollywood 
goodbye. 

“He’s re-examining his pri- 
orities because he knows his 
family is in crisis like never 
before,” says the friend. “He 
needs to find a way to save 
them all.” 

Adds a pal, “Tom is sick to 
his stomach. Rita has been 
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Forrest Gump star devastated as SOU

through a double mastectomy 
and reconstruction surgery - 
and now Chet is causing her all 
this grief. 

“Tom just wants to finish the 
movie he is working on and tend 
to his family. He’s putting any 
other projects on hold.” 

The one bright note is that the 


catastrophes have ended any 
talk the couple is headed for a 
$400 million divorce, insiders 
say. 

“All this has made Tom realize 
how much he loves Rita - and 
how he can’t live without her,” 
says a source. 

Married 27 years to the 


actress-singer, Tom’s life was 
turned upside down in April 
when the 58-year-old brunette 
lost both breasts to invasive 
lobular carcinoma, a cancer in 
the milk-producing glands. 

Hanks was at his wife’s side 
during the initial stages of 
her recovery. But he later

reluctantly went on location 
in Italy to shoot the upcoming 
film Inferno with director Ron 
Howard. 

“Tom said he would delay 
shooting to be with Rita, but she 
insisted he go,” says the friend. 
“He went, but felt a lot of guilt 
over leaving. 

“He was calling Rita from the 
set 10 times a day.” 

Then, Hanks was hit with a 
shocking family scandal when 
Chet went off the rails during a 
trip to London on May 29. 

A would-be rapper who calls 
himself “Chet Haze,” the 24- 
year-old made a promotional 
appearance at a London 


nightclub, where, according to 
reports, he downed drinks and 
asked patrons, “Do you know 
who I am?” 

After vomiting outside the 
club, Chet went to his ho- 
tel room with three female 
organizers of the event. He 
reportedly asked 
for cocaine and 
became furious 
when the women 
refused to hop into 
bed with him. 

The brat be- 
gan shouting and 
trashing his room, 
according to re- ' 
ports. He’s said to have 

smashed a mirror and ripped 

a television from its mount on 
the wall, causing about $2,000 
in damage. 

London cops were called the 
next morning after the damage 
was discovered, but he had al- 
ready left. Lawmen went hunting 
for Chet, who could face 
charges for destruction 
of property.

Hanks’ son has a troubling his- 
tory. He’s posted images online 
of himself toting guns.

“I am going to see you in 
person and I am going to hurt 
you,” he promised the Ameri- 
ca’s Got Talent 
judge. 

His bratty an- 
tics have left 
his star parents 
heartbroken, es- 
pecially since 
Chet was in 
rehab battling 
booze and drag 
demons in January. 

Wilson wanted to take time 
off from her current Broadway 
play Fish In The Dark to coun- 
sel Chet, but Hanks “told her 
that he’s a man, so I need to deal 
with him,” says the pal.

‘Tom’s ready to 
quit Hollywood 
to hold his 
family together’ 
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RINCE WILLIAM suf- 
fered a sudden collapse 
at his mother’s graveside 
and had to be rushed 
to a private hospital as his 
terrified wife, Kate, tried to 
comfort him. 

“Poor Kate was beside her- 
self. William was struggling 
to breathe,” says an insider, 
who revealed chilling details 
of the crisis that unfolded as 
the young royals paid trib- 
ute to William’s late mother. 
Princess Diana. 

Shockingly, the emotion- 
charged visit to Diana’s island 
grave ended with distressed 
William having to be taken 
for medical treatment after 
leaving pictures of his babies, 
George and Charlotte, at the 
memorial. 

Knelt in prayer 

Diana was laid to rest on 
an island, known as The 
Oval, on the grounds of 
Althorp, her family’s 14,000- 
acre ancestral home, after 
she was killed in a 1997 Paris 
car wreck. 

After rowing out to the 
island, William and Kate 
knelt in prayer at Diana’s 
graveside after laying out 
new photos of their children 
- taken by 33-year-old Kate - 
on the grass, surrounded by 
bouquets of early summer 
flowers. 

“William suddenly became 
emotional, overcome by the 
moment, and Kate rested 
a comforting arm on his 
shoulder,” the source tells 
GLOBE. 

With eyes welling, he told 
his mother they had named 
their newborn Charlotte 


Elizabeth Diana in her hon- 
or, and tearfully expressed 
his regrets that she hadn’t 
lived to see the babies she’d 
have cherished as an ador- 
ing grandmother, the source 
reveals. 

William spoke movingly 
to his mother about how the 
births of his two children 
and marriage to his beloved 
Kate have changed his life 


and prepared him to take 
the Throne when Queen 
Elizabeth, his 89-year-old 
grandmother, dies. 

But suddenly he went 
deathly white and broke 
down, says the source. 

“William was devastated 
because George and Charlotte 
can never know her.” 

As GLOBE revealed soon 
after George was born on

July 22, 2013, William took 
a picture of his first child to 
the graveside and asked for 
Diana’s blessing. 

But this time, insiders say, 
the 33-year-old Prince became 
so distraught, he appeared to 
pass out and crumpled in a 
heap on the ground. 

“Terrified Kate called secu- 
rity on her cell phone,” says 
the source. “A royal pro- 
tection officer immediately 
rowed out to the island and 
wanted to call for an ambu- 
lance. But William protested. 

“Only Kate’s pleas that 
he see a doctor right away 
convinced him to go to a 
private hospital nearby. 


Although he started to recover 
on the short journey, William 
was advised to stay overnight. 

“Kate slept in a room next 
to her husband. They left very 
early the next day and were 
driven back to their country 
home, Anmer Hall 80 miles 
away.” 

William has vowed to give 
his children a normal life in 
rural Norfolk, making only 
occasional visits to their 
official London residence in 
Kensington Palace. 

He’s so determined to raise 
his family as normally as 
possible that he’s taken a 
$75,000-a-year local job as an 
air ambulance chopper pilot 


so he can go home each night 
to his wife and kids. 

Another insider tells 
GLOBE, “William’s taking 
time out from palace duties 
to give his wife and children 
some freedom before he 
inherits the crown.” 

As GLOBE has reported, 
Queen Elizabeth is commit- 
ted to handing the Throne to 
William and bypassing his 
father, Prince Charles, who is 
facing a $400 million divorce 
battle with Diana’s love rival, 
Camilla. 

Says the insider, “William 
knows their idyllic family life 
will change forever when he’s 
crowned King.”

convention earlier this year 
and a Boston radical’s attempt 
to behead police. 

“Obama is fiddling while America 
bums!” charges Roger Stone, a former aide 
to President Richard Nixon and the author of 
investigative books about former Presidents 
John F. Kennedy and Lyndon Johnson. 

“He keeps admitting that we have no 


strategy. And to the extent that we do, it 
seems to be pinprick air raids that don’t do 
anything more than enrage them, and don’t 
seem to set them back. 

“Obama shows no resolve, no plan, no 
strategy.” 

Meanwhile, an intelligence source also 
blasts Obama for showing little fight against 
ISIS, which has vowed to kill Americans 
and other Westerners wherever it can. 

‘It’s just outrageous’ 

“While ISIS is smuggling parts for 
bombs, plotting to take out tens of thou- 
sands of innocent Americans with airborne 
chemical bombs, and infiltrating the U.S. 
border, Obama is photographed calmly 
drinking beer at 11 a.m. in Germany,” the 
source tells GLOBE. 

“He acts like he couldn’t care less. It’s like 
he’s decided to phone in the last 18 months 
of his presidency, while he parties on. 

“It’s just outrageous that this man and his 
advisors are still straggling to come up with 
a plan - while ISIS has run roughshod over 
the Mideast for more than a year. 

“All the sacrifices of our brave American 
troops over the past 12 years have been 
erased. ISIS has even captured thousands 
of armed vehicles we provided to the Iraqis, 
and are now using them to launch their 
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Sen. John McCain (top left) 
wonders if Obama will do 
nothing during his remaining 
term.

attacks on cities and towns.” 

As GLOBE reported in its May 25 issue, 
ISIS has set up a training camp in the 
Mexican desert just 10 miles from El Paso, 
Texas, and also announced it had “71 
fighters in 15 states” ready to launch terror 
strikes on targets in the U.S. 

And the savage group - that revels in 
massacring helpless, innocent victims - is 
plotting to hide a chemical or biological 
weapon aboard a U.S.-bound airliner and 
detonate it over a large American city, 
potentially killing thousands. 


Now, ISIS publicly boasts that it can buy 
parts for nuclear weapons and smuggle 
them into the U.S., using the same routes 
developed by south-of-the-border drug 
cartels. 

The group has seized enough radioactive 
material from government facilities to rain 
down annihilation, says Australia’s Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, Julie Bishop. 

When they swept across Syria and Iraq, 
ISIS “did not just clear out the cash from 
local banks,” Bishop says. 

Gen. John F. Kelly, head of the U.S. 


Southern Command, told a Senate commit- 
tee in March that the plan to use Mexican 
drug cartels to smuggle nuclear weapons 
into the U.S. was viable. 

He also said the group could use routes 
in the Caribbean, where about 100 fighters 
have joined ISIS. 

Alarmingly, the Institute for the Study of 
War warns, “ISIS is likely to end Ramadan 
with attempted spectacular military 
offensive actions.” And sources indicate a 
Top Secret report says A-bomb parts have 
already crossed the border. 

A military official complains, “We’ve 
given Obama lots of options, he just hasn’t 
acted on them.” And a Beltway insider says, 
“Mr. President, you must resign now.” 

Even U.S. Sen. John McCain, who lost the 
2008 presidential election to Obama, says 
bitterly, “one has to wonder whether this 
President just wants to wait out the next 
year and a half and basically do nothing...” 

Fumes the intelligence source, “If the 
President doesn’t do something about ISIS 
soon, our own streets could be running with 
blood, and enormous areas could be con- 
taminated by radiation from ‘dirty bombs.’ 

“They need to be stopped over there - or 
we’ll soon be fighting them here!”

B ig screen Dracula 
Christopher Lee terri- 
fied millions playing 
monsters and evil vil- 
lains, but the British 
star went to his grave haunted 
by his own nightmares! 

Lee served in Britain’s Special 
Air Service during World War II, 
fighting in North Africa and also 
witnessing firsthand the car- 
nage inside Nazi concentration 
camps. Lee was so traumatized 
by the atrocities 
he saw, the real- 
life war hero 
refused to speak 
about them. 

“When the war 
finished, I was 
23 and already I 
had seen enough 
horror to last me 
a lifetime,” said 
Lee, who made 
his name playing 
a bloodthirsty vampire. “I’d seen 
dreadful, dreadful things, with- 
out saying a word. So seeing 
horror depicted on film doesn’t 
affect me much.” 

Lee was also said to be a 
British spy. But he maintained 
his oath of secrecy until his 
June 7 death at the age of 93. 
He’d been hospitalized for re- 
spiratory problems and heart 
failure. 

“We are forbidden to discuss 
any specific operations,” he 
once explained. “Let’s just say I 
was in Special Forces and leave 
it at that.” 

Following the war, the im- 
posing 6-foot-5 veteran turned 



to acting. He got his big break 
in 1957 when he was cast as 
the brain-damaged creature 
in The Curse of Frankenstein. 
That part helped him nab the 
title role in the following year’s 
Horror of Dracula. He went on 
to play the undead Transylva- 
nian 10 times! 

Iconic roles 

Ultimately, the London na- 
tive tallied more than 275 acting 
credits. His iconic roles include

B ungling prison 
bosses were baffled 
after two cold-blooded 
murderers pulled off a 
great escape - the first 
bust out since their upstate 
New York slammer opened 170 
years ago! 

Investigators say psychotic 
killers Richard Matt, 48, and 
David Sweat, 35, cut holes in 
their cell walls with power 
tools before crawling to free- 
dom through a maze of pipes at 
the maximum security Clinton 
Correctional Facility. 

Their escape is being com- 
pared to a break-out by Tim 
Robbins’ character in the movie 
The Shawshank Redemption. 

Now GLOBE can reveal how 
the killers did it. 

Amazingly, experts say the 
break-out was an INSIDE JOB 
aided by lousy security! 

Clever convicts 

“They had to have help,” 
says Matthew Horace, a former 
agent with the federal Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms 
and Explosives. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if 
there’s more than one, two, 
three or five people that helped 
them on the inside.” 

Indeed, lawmen say they’re 
tracking potential accomplices 
who may have helped the mon- 
sters in their June 6 escape. 

Experts believe Matt and 
Sweat used a smuggled power 
saw or hacksaw to cut holes 
in the 3/8-inch steel-plated 
wall behind cots at the rear of 
their adjoining cells. That got 
them into a jungle of pipes and 
tunnels in the bowels of the 
prison. 

The clever convicts then 
shimmied down six levels to 
the groxmd floor and smashed 
through a double brick wall. 

At the base of a massive outer 
wall, the inmates used a saw to 
cut a hole in a 2-foot-diameter 



steel pipe. They crawled through, 
cutting their way out at the other 
end, to reach a manhole 400 feet 
outside the prison wall. They cut 
through a steel lock and chain on 
the manhole cover to escape. 

Outrageously, the monsters 
left a taunting farewell note for 
prison officials on the pipe. Writ- 
ten on yellow paper, the message 
featured a crudely drawn smiley 


face with the words, “Have a nice 
day!” 

The killers’ green prison uni- 
forms where found crammed into 
the pipe which wormed beneath 
the area. 

The desperate duo surfaced 
through a manhole onto a street 
a block from the prison. The

to show. They fled 
on foot and were re 
portedly discovered by 
a couple in their backyard in 
Dannemora, N.Y., at 12:30 a.m. 
on June 6. But the couple say they 
didn’t suspect anything when the 
men told them, “We’re just lost. 
We don’t know where we are. 
We’re on the wrong street” and 
then strolled off. 


The crafty killers 
also got a five-hour 
head start on lawmen by 
tricking prison guards. They 
stuffed their beds with sweat- 
shirts so guards would think 
they were still asleep. The evil 
killers also fooled officials by 
acting like angels and getting 
transferred to the prison’s spe- 
cial treatment “honor block.” 


They were allowed to wear 
regular duds and mingle with 
civilian workers, who may have 
helped them escape. 

Based on their horrific pasts, 
it’s incredible prison officials 
would trust them in any way. 

In 2002, Sweat and a pal rid- 
dled a sheriff’s deputy with 15 
bullets, ran him over with a car 
and shot him point-blank in the

face twice. He was sentenced 
to life without parole. 

Matt is even more vicious. 
Fired by his boss, William 
Rickerson, in 1997, he beat 
and tortured the 76-year-old 
food broker for hours before 
snapping his neck, cutting up 
the body and tossing the pieces 
in the Niagara River. 

Escaping to Mexico, he fatally 
stabbed an American man dur- 
ing a robbery attempt outside a 
bar. After serving eight years, 
he was extradited to New 
York. Matt was convicted of 
Rickerson’s murder and sen- 
tenced to 25 years to life, with 
parole no sooner than 2032. 

But Matt can also be a sweet- 
talking ladies’ man. Officials 



believe he charmed Joyce 
Mitchell, a 51-year-old married 
mom, who works in the prison 
tailor shop, into being a get- 
away driver. 

“Matt’s very handsome and, 
in all frankness, very well en- 
dowed,” says a source. “He 
gets girlfriends any place he 
goes.” 

But investigators believe 
Mitchell got cold feet and 
instead went to the hospital 
complaining of “panic attacks” 
the day of the break. 

After the escape. Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo compared the 
episode to a far-fetched movie. 

“If it was in a movie script,” 
he says, “you would have said 
it was overdone!”

After he stopped and 
left, she went back to sleep. But at 9 a.m., 
she says he came back and raped her. 

She says Jensen told her “he was pray- 
ing for a little girl like her to come around 
and mess around.” 


P opular kid’s birthday party per- 
former Friendly the Clown is a 
twisted creep who raped a brain- 
damaged woman young enough to 
be his granddaughter, charge cops. 

Now, 57-year-old Robert J. Jensen, who 
worked children’s parties and community 
events as both “Friendly” and “Bob the 
Balloon Twister” for two decades, is 
charged with sexually attacking a 
20-year-old mentally impaired woman. 

Cops say his DNA matches samples 
collected from the woman during a rape 
exam and accuse him of taking advan- 
tage of a “vulnerable adult with mental 
health difficulties.” 

The Princeton, Minn., clown was 
locked away in Mille Lacs County Jail 
with bail set at $100,000.

The similarities between the 
mother-daughter tragedies are 
chilling.

Love You diva’s marriage to 
Bobbi Kristina’s badboy father, 
Bobby Brown, ended after 15 
years, any chance of setting 
things right were long gone, 
the author says. 

Things became so bad, the 
author says Krissy was even 


sent to a psychiatric hospital 
for observation when she was 
14. She’d tried to plunge a knife 
into her mom before cutting 
her own wrists, he writes. 

In another bombshell 
revelation, Halperin thinks 
Whitney’s out-of-control drug 
abuse might be the result of her 
never being allowed to declare 
her lesbian love for teenage pal 
Robyn Crawford. 


The women shared a hotel 
room when the superstar 
toured, sparking rampant 
rumors they were embroiled in 
a gay affair - which Whitney 
was forced to deny. 

The singer was even black- 
mailed by an attorney claiming 
to know about the romance, 
Halperin writes. His book 
claims Whitney’s father, John 
Houston, “settled the matter.”

She wore false teeth, padded 
bras - and didn’t shave her legs 




THE mortician who handled 
Marilyn Monroe’s body was 
shocked to discover the 
world’s most famous sex 
symbol was in lousy shape 
and looked terrible! 

Funeral company boss 
Allan Abbott was in the room 
with an embalmer nick- 
named “Frenchie” during the 
autopsy after the star’s Aug. 
5, 1962, death. “When we 
removed the sheet covering 
her, it was almost impossible 
to believe this was the body 
of Marilyn Monroe,” Abbott 
recalls. “She looked like a 
very average, aging woman 
who had not been taking 
very good care of herself. 

“Her natural hair color was 
light brown, not blonde. Her 
legs hadn’t been shaved for 
at least a week. Her lips were 
chapped. She also needed a 
manicure and pedicure.” 

And, since she’d been ly- 
ing on her stomach when 
she died, the blood had 
settled and she had ugly 
“purple blotches on her 
face, and her neck was very 
swollen,” he says.

Workers prepping 
the 36-year-old for 
her funeral also dis- 
covered the supposedly 
busty beauty wore “a 
small pair of false breasts” 
and false teeth!

Allan “Whitey” Snyder, who 
arrived to apply her cos- 
metics, explained Marilyn’s 
boobs had begun to sag with 
age.

D isgraced, humil- 
iated and out of 
work, child molester 
Josh Duggar, the 
eldest of reality TV’s 19 
Kids and Counting fam- 
ily, is suicidal, friends 
fear.

A merican pharoah’s 

spectacular Triple Crown 
victory gave the Sport of 
Kings a shot in the arm. 
But the feat can’t erase 
the shocking truth: the horse rac- 
ing industry is a death sentence 
for many of the majestic beasts. 

While the speedy bay stallion 
basks in the glow of his historic 
achievement, as many as 800 
horses die on the track in the U.S. 
each year. And another 10,000 
injured or less talented thor- 
oughbreds are cruelly shipped 
off to slaughterhouses in Canada 
and Mexico, says sources. 

“That’s another side to this 
breathtaking sport that some- 
how manages to keep quiet the 
daily carnage at tracks around 
the country,” says a source. 

Deserved better 


Just hours before American 
Pharoah dashed to glory by win- 
ning the June 6 Belmont Stakes, 
a tragic horse named Helwan 
was put down on the same New 
York track after snapping his left 
ankle. 

Helwan “deserved better than 
he got,” says the source. “What 
he got was what too many horses 
get for their troubles - death.” 

One problem is racehorses 
are bred for speed, which puts 
undue stress on their bodies. 



Thoroughbreds weigh as much 
as 1,000 pounds but have ankles 
no larger than a human’s. 

“Breeders want more power, 
more speed and less weight,” 
notes the source. “The skinnier 
the legs, the lighter the horse.” 

What’s more, many racehorses 
are fed pain-numbing drugs to 
keep them running even if in- 
jured. That increases the chance 
that a horse will snap a leg - like 
Helwan - and have to be killed, 
sources add. 

Some trainers experiment with 
anything that might give them 
an edge, injecting horses with

blood doping agents, stimu- 
lants, cancer drugs, Viagra and 
even cobra venom, reveals an- 
other insider. 

“With so much money on the 
line, people will do anything to 
make their horses run faster,” 
confesses a racing official. 

And when a horse is injured, 
adds the official, many owners 
would rather ship it off to the 
slaughterhouse than pay for 
costly veterinary fees. 

Says a racing insider, “It’s 
hard to watch these poor ani- 
mals running for their lives for 
people who couldn’t really care 
less if they live.”
